Reappraisal All Around 


There is a strange ommission in comments 
on last week’s strong statements against ad­ 
mitting Communist China to the United Nation?

The commentators all agree that the biparti­ 
san stand of the two men is significant. They 
concede that a foreign policy debate of great 
importance 
to

Knowland and Johnson are risking bitter quar­ 
rels wothin their parties. 


But they do not seem to be willing to recog­ 
nize that it is not the fate of the United States 
but the fate of the United Nations that is hang­ 
ing in the balance. 


The United States would still have the strength 
of its resources and its moral position if it 
were not associated with the United Natons. 
But the United Nations would turn into a tat­ 
tered remnant of hope for international security 
without the support of the only nation with 
both the interest and the means to do some- 
tning about the naked aggression of the Com­ 
munist bloc. 


Sen. Knowland, Sen. Johnson and many others 
have spoken recently oi the need for an “ agon­ 
izing reappraisal’» of foreign policy. Whatever 
phrase may be used to express this, the idea 
to be expressed is that existing policies have 
not slowed down the spreading influence of the 
Communist conspiracy. 


One of the existing policies has been all-out 
support of the United Nations. This support 
was given despite misgivings about the ability 
of the U.N. to reach a state of cooperative 
security. The United States lately has been 
made aware that the final and ultimate blow 
to its confidence would be the admission of 
Kremlin-sponsored Communist China to U. N. 
membership by* a majority vote of the General 
Assembly. 


American public opinion would not stand for 
any further support of the United Nations if 
that happened.

Q — A few y ears ago hard woof 
floors were sanded and 
waxed. 
For a long time they appeared to 
and in the border around the rug.

But in time there has been a var­ 
iation and the floor under the rug 
appears much lighter. I have no­ 
ticed when I went over the floors 
with a wet cloth a sort of sticki­ 
ness that might indicate grease. 
What can I use to clean up the 
¡floor and lighten it, if possible? 
A — Dirt, dust and soot plus ex­ 
posure of the wood to atmospheric 
moisture have probably brought 
| about the difference in the shade 
of the floor. The stickiness that 
¡y ou have noticed is evidently an 
accumulation of wax, dirt, etc. 
iYou should be able to accomplish 
I an improvement by wiping the sur- 
! faces with turpentine and coarse 
cloths or “000” steel wool. T he 
floor can then be re-waxecL
